Careful and arduous negotiations 


On Wednesday of this week our Progressive Conservative 
government announced that it had signed an Agreement in 
Principle to enter into a joint venture with Yukon Electrical 
to purchase fifty per cent of Yukon Hydro. The other fifty 
per cent is to remain with Yukon Electrical who will enter 
into an agreement to manage the joint venture. 

I want to emphasize that this agreement is not something 
which has come about suddenly but is the outcome of fully 
eight months of careful and arduous negotiation. In our 
view it constitutes the best of both worlds; the political and 
financial commitment of Government combined with the 
expertise and investment of the private sector. Some time 
ago the writer of this column observed that all parties in this 
election were in agreement on energy policy and that all had 
urged the adoption of the Penner Report. The recommenda- 
tions of the Penner Report were framed, almost exactly, 
from the brief which this Government submitted to the 
Committee. Appendix A of their Report, (List of Witnes- 
ses), Pages 67, 68 and 69 shows that both our party and our 
Government entered briefs. Neither of the opposition par- 
- ties were even there! And now they are aretendinig to the 
electorate that the Commission’s recommendations were 
all their idea! The Leaders of both these parties have said 
that if they were to form the next Government they would 
‘take-over’ or buy out Yukon Electrical. What they did not 
tell you is that this would result in a Government debt of 
_ between 13 and 20 million dollars, depending on how the 
depreciated value of the assets were computed, and the 
re-payment of this debt would raise Yukoner’s electricity 
bills by as much as 30%. ; 

Our aim is to proceed as quickly as possible with the third 
wheel on MacIntyre Creek which is a 3.5 million dollar 
project which will create jobs, stimulate the economy and, 


on its completion in 1984, deliver electricity at around 12° per 


kilowatt hour. We realize that our dependence on costly 
imported diesel oil must be terminated. And as you all now 
know we do not just talk about it. We have done something 
about it!

Energy subsidy reminder
